An expected “thousands” of 


Black politicians, profession- 
als, clergy, business leaders, 
and community activists from 
across the state will meet at the 
Columbus Sheraton beginning 
Friday, July 25 for some 
serious work: the development 
of a Black political and eco-' 
nomic agenda for the next two 
years.

One afternoon, about a 
month and one-half ago, | had 
the opportunity to visit one of 
CMACAO's Head Start Cen- 
ters. As | entered it was “clean- 
up time,” resulting from “work- 
play.” Four-year-old Christine 
caught my attention. She 
flashéd-her big round eyes 
from. side-to-side as she 
helped two of her friends~ in 
their collective clean-up 
efforts. One of her playmates, 
Tommy, stared sheepishly at 
the teacher as he prepared for 
lunch. 

For Christine, Tommy, and 
hundreds of children in Frank- 
lin County, as well as through- 
out the country, the hot meal 
they receive at the Head Start 
Center is the only one they will 
receive during the day. 

During their half day attend- 


ance Christine, Tommy, and 15 _ 


other children in their class will 
receive a breakfast or snack; 
take a rest break; participate in 
work-play, art, story-telling; 
and, of course, eat their lunch. 

Willene Paschall, center 


* coordinator explained, “We 


have everything planned for 
them from the time they arrive 
until the time they leave.” She 
continued, “We even provide 
transportation from home to 
the center and back home for 
those children who have no 


_ other means.” 


In Ms. Paschall’s center each 
classroom has one teacher, 
one assistant and a volunteer 
from the community, usually 
a parent. Together the class- 
room staff makes up a teacher 
to pupil ratio of about one to 
six. 

After lunch, the children help 
clean their own eating area, 
thus developing and reinforc- 
ing self-help skills. The child- 
ren then participated in “Talk 
Time'’-the language skill 
development portion of the 
curriculum. During this period 
children develop their listening 
and speaking skills and learn 
more about the world in which 
they live. On this particular 
afternoon the children were 
working with color identifica- 
tion. You may rest assured that 
lil’ Christine knew the color 
BLUE when she saw it. 


Discipline seemed to be no 
problem. Staff indicated there 
was rarely a problem that could 
not be handled, and further 
emphasized that “little children

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don't stay mad long as adults 
often do.” 

Most children attending the 
center were reported as com- 
ing from home well-behaved 
and toilet trained. Parents pro- 
vide an extra change of clothes 
for emergency purposes. Ms. 
Paschall reported all year that 
there had been no real problem 
with the children. Even the 
attendance rate has been 
improved. Parents are the 
annual award winners during 
the Annual Parents Recogni- 
tion Banquet, when it comes to 
attendance for their children. 
However, Ms. Paschall's great- 
est concern rests with the 
parents. 

Her concern is relative to the 
increased need for parent par- 
ticipation in their children’s 
learning process on a day-to- 
day basis as opposed to 
attendance at an activity or 
event in-which their child is 
participating. The Head Start 
program along with thousands 
of academic programs 
throughout the country is plac- 
ing high priority on participa- 
tory education-which involves 
the parents in the decision- 
making/learning process of 
their child. 

CMACAO Head Start Direc- 
tor, Lolita Clark, told me, “Par- 
ents involvement in classroom 
activities has always been an 
important part of the agency’s 
Head Start Program.” “Parents 
participate,” she continued, “in 
nonprofessional roles, either 
as a staff member or volun- 
teer.” Parents may also dem- 
onstrate their interest through 
participation on the Head Start 
Policy Council’ whose current 
chairperson, Neva Dunn, 
serves as a member of CMA- 
CAO's Board of Trustees. 

The main objective of the 
Head Start Program whose 
funding emanates from the 
Department of ity and 
Human Services, is to bring 
about a greater degree of 
social skills development in 
children ranging from three to 
five years of age. 

The program was originally 
designed as a massive social 

experiment to break the pov- 

erty cycle as its origin is with 
the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity dating. back to the mid 
‘60's. . 

The program goal includes 
improving and expanding the 
child’s ability to think for her/- 
himself; reason and speak 
clearly; and, to help the child’s

emotional development 
through positive disciplining; 
individual expression, confi- 
dence; and, encouragement of 
the child's innate:curiosity. 

The next goal is targeted 
towards the child's physical 
well-being. Children must have 
a complete medical and dental 
check-up, and a developmen- 
tal history is recorded and 
maintained on file to assist with 
each child's individual devel- 
opmental process. Often 
times, it's reported, that the 
required medical and dental 
check-ups that the children 
receive is the first encounter 
some have had with health 
professionals. 

Although statistics are 
unavailable relative to a com- 
plete educational and social 
follow-up on Head Start child- 
ren, it has-been reported that 
children who have participated 
in the program perform better, 
and the transition from home 
to school is much easier in 
their first years of schooling. 

Mary Patterson, pointed out 
that special efforts are made to 
include children with handi- 
capping conditions or special 
needs in the program. They are 
maintained in the classroom 
and treated like the other child- 
ren. For this component of the 
program, Ms. Patterson serves 
as the Head Start Handicapped 
Service Specialist, and she 
provides the direction for pro- 
gram services for children 
throughout CMACAO's Head 
Start and the State of Ohio. 

CMACAO's Head Start pro- 
gram has been used a model in 
inter-agency cooperation for 
services to the developmen- 
tally disadvantaged students. 
A cooperative agreement 
between Head Start and the 
Central Ohio Special Educa- 
tional Research Center was a 
first-of-its-kind.in service pro- 
vision leading to student iden- 
tification for program partici- 
pation, school district infor- 
mation-sharing (with the 
parents consent) regarding 
training received, and medical 
and physical development. All 
of which contributes to a more 
rounded formal education for 
children in this learning 
classification. 

Director Clark, oversees a 
paid staff of one hundred per- 
sons who work at the eleven 
centers in the metropolitan 
Columbus area. She expressed 
her concern for increased 
enroliment during the upcom- 
ing academic year as the pro- 
gram can now accommodate 
up to 1506 children. She is cur- 
rently coordinating a student 
recruitment campaign that 
includes door-to-door home 
visits on Saturday, July 19, in 
the centers target service dis- 
tricts. Ms. Clark states, 
“Should there be parents inter- 
ested in their children attend- 
ing Head Start and they did not

After all, early 
Americans once explained it in 
terms of manifest destiny 
(conquering and developing 
this territory ° ‘from sea to shin- 
ing sea”). More recently, we 
justify what happens in terms 
of “the survival of the fittest.” 
This reasoning, however, 
would certainly suggest that 

Black business in a major way 
is not Suited to the American 
landscape, that is if we look at 
the numbers. 

After all, the largest Black 
business is smaller than the 
sinallest company listed in the 
Fortune 500. To go even 
further, it is doubtful that all the 
assets of the 10 largest Black 
businesses would be adequate 
to cover.the interest that is 
owed on the debt of the 10 
largest companies of the For- 
tune 500. The nicer interpreta- 
tion of this disparity would 
suggest that economies of 
scale are at work. If we asked 
why these economies of scale 
evolved in the fashion we just 
described. in the Black com- 
munity, we must then address 
such issues as availability 
(lack) of capital, the deve- 
lopment (lack) of entrepre- 
neurial motivation, and of 
course, discrimination in its 
most effective form--economic 
discrimination. 

This is the broader context in 
which Black business oper- 
ates. Now let's get local. 

The U.S. Census Bureau 
which counts businesses every 
five years or so found approx- 
imately 20,000 businesses 


established in Franklin 
County. A liberal count of 
Black businesses in Franklin 
County would be somewhere 
around 500 to 800. If the Frank- 
lin County population is 
approximately 1 million and 
the Black population is approx-

bers suggest that most of the 
major assets held by business 
establishments in Franklin 
County are disproportionately 
located outside the Black bus- 
iness community. No one- 
billion-dollar corporations are 
owned by Blacks. 

The question can and should 
be asked, is it impossible to 
produce business initiatives in 
the Franklin County Black 
community that eventually 
capture local and national 
wealth such as the Dave Tho- 
mases and Les Wexners have 
done? Impossible? No! Likely? 
We'll have to work hard toward 
that one in a much bigger way 
than ever before. 

Here are some suggestions.

The Brown Affair 


The announced intention to 
appoint Mr. Robert J. Brown as 
Ambassador to South Africa has 
met with opposition from unions, 
Nigeria and some Black leaders. 

We believe President Reagan 
is on the right track if he is 
attempting to establish dialogue 
and bring about some meaning- 
ful reforms in South Africa and 
signal a change in U.S. policy as 
‘it relates to the Pretoria regime. 


We further believe a distin- 
guished Black American such as 
‘Robert J. Brown could have been 
‘invaluable in the de-escalation 
and dismantling of the inhumane 
and unlawful system of apar- 
theid. We are convinced that the 
apartheid system is going to go. 
The question is whether it will be 
done non-violently, through 
efforts such as Brown could have 
tried to put forth, or whether it 
will be an international blood 
bath using South Africa as the 
bathtub and several of its neigh-

becomes inevitable, then their 
consciénces will be blood- 
stained forever because of inac- 
tion, constructive engagement 
that has not been constructive 
and failure to adopt economic 
sanctions that may have helped. 
‘ Bob Brown has asked that his 
name be withdrawn from_con- 
sideration. We believe he made 
‘the right decision. We think. his 
decision to withdraw, is correct 
because: 

Some of our Black leaders who 
professed to be his friend 
“stabbed him in the back, leaked 
untrue statements to the press, 
issued veiled warnings of “sui- 
cide,” and a!so attacked him on 
the basis of lack of diplomatic 
experience. The lack of expe- 
rience is the old fallback position 
of whites to deny Blacks the 


opportunity to do anything. 

The Reagan Administration 
should-have appointed Brown a 
“Special Envoy” to directly 
represent the President in his 
relations with South Africa. The 
appointment of an Ambassador 
carries with it too many burdens 
of protocol, divided attention to 
consular affairs and other impe- 
diments generally affecting an 
Ambassador as a result of diplo- 
matic custom and international 
Jaw. Then too, an Ambassador 
must be accepted by the receiv- 
ing country. We doubt that Pre- 
toria would have accepted 
Brown or any other serious Black 
person who would have intended 
and insisted on presenting an 
agenda of reform. 


Senate confirmations of an 
Ambassador is a long drawn out 
process. The President’s power 
to appoint an envoy is inherentin 
the power of the presidency and 
does not require the constitu- 
tionally mandated acvice and 
consent of the Senate. 


As for Mr. Brown, his distin- 
guished service in behalf of his 
country, not only during the 
Nixon Administration, but also 
his skillful handling of many 
explosive issues since that time, 
gave him more preparation for 
this type of service than the 
Black “Shoe Shine Advisors,” 
that tried to jam him, have or 
could hope to have. Any one of 
the Shoe Shine Boys would have 
jumped at the opportunity to 
have become Ambassador and 
would have shined Mr. Reagan's 
shoe bright and Black had he 
appointed them. Itis unfortunate 
that a man of national and inter- 
national prominence, such as 
Brown, instead of getting sup- 
port or a spit shine from the 
Black Shoe Shine Club, got a 
kick that booted him out of 
consideration. 


Free Jerry Hammond 


In case you didn't know it, 
there's a hostage at city hall, and 
we think he ought to be freed. 

The hostage is Columbus City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond, who, a year ago, admit- 
tedly made some intemperate 
remarks that appeared to request 
a campaign contribution from a 
developer. Hammond still does 
not know whether he will be 
indicted for his actions. 

The grand jury that was inves- 
tigating Hammond was dis- 
banded, without returning an 
indictment. But for some strange 
reason, the U.S. Attorney's office 
sought to retain jurisdiction over 
the case. And, when Hammond 
questioned that office about the 
matter, the response was a flip 
statement that they can review 
the information for as long as five 
years. 

The U.S. Attorney's office has 


not make any campaign contri- 

butions to Hammond after the 

famark, which alone would seem 

to indicate that no crime has 
/-_ committed. 


The federal prosecutor also 
has completely examined Ham- 
mond’s personal and campaign 
books, and found no irregulari- 
ties there. 

There is no credible reason for 
continuing this:investigation, 
except to harass Jerry Ham- 
mond. There is no new evidence 
in the case; there is no smoking 
gun. There is only an intemper- 
ate statement on videotape, 
which has not, according to a 
thorough investigation, been 
backed up by any subsequent 
action. 

The Columbus branch of the 
NAACP has sent a letter to U.S. 
Attorney General Edwin. Meese 
attacking this political hostage- 
taking, but they have received no 
response. We believe that the 
Justice Department should 
either put up or shut up. If there is 
evidence of wrongdoing, Ham- 
mond should be indicted; but at 
the same time, if there is no such 
evidence -- and it appears there 
is none -- then Hammond should 
be-allowed to go on with his life. 


Hammond's integrity has been 


under a cloud long enough.

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Jerry Hammond is in some 
pretty fast company. ; 

Hammond, the president of 
Columbus City-Council, has been 
under a cloud for more than a 
year after making a remark after a 
council meeting, picked up on 
videotape, that a Columbus 
developer should give him a 
campaign contribution after a 
vote which was favorable to him. 

Atter the remark became pub- 
lic, the U.S. Attorney investi- 
gated, and took his findings to 
the grand jury. The grand jury did 
not indict Hammond for the 
remark. But rather than simply 
sending out a “no-bill” and clos- 
ing the investigation, the U.S. 
Attorney's office has continued 
the investigation -- even though it 
has no new evidence to review. 

Hammond, legitimately, finds 
the situation frustrating. After all, 
he points out, there was no evi- 
dence that the developer gave 
him any campaign money after 
the statement was made; he

Len Bias

Len Bias was on the brink of 
unimagined worldly success -- pro 
stardom and millions of dollars in 
salaries and product endorse- 
ments. And it was all blown away 
in moments by a mistaken fling 
with drugs. ; 

But if his death inspires a war on 
the drug dealers and a reform of 
college athletics, it will not have 
been in vain. It may save countless 
young people from the self- 
destruction of drug abuse and 


enable countless others to com- 


piete their educations. 

The drug epidemic destroys mil- 
lions of lives, but despite highly 
pulicized drug busts and wars 
against drugs, the stuff keeps 
flooding across our borders and 
into neighborhoods. 

In city after city, decent people 
watch as their neighborhoods 
become havens of the dealers, 
who peddle their wares openly and 
entice young people to escape 
from often grim reality into the 
drug-induced haze of nothingness. 

Everyone condemns this sleazy 
situation but if star athletes and 
molders of opinion use drugs for 
“recreational” purposes how will 
we ever contain the raging epi- 
demic ‘in the streets? Hopefully 
Len Bias’ tragic death may help 
change the climate that tolerates 
drugs. . 

Black athletes have a special 
responsibility in this. Their white 
peers may be able to get away with 
dabbling in drugs, but they can't.

On July 2, 1986, the United State. 
Supreme Court affirmed the deci- 
sion of the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals. The case involved the 
Cleveland Vanguards, a Black fire 
fighter organization and a chapter 
member of the International Asso- 
ciation of Black Professional Fire 
Fighters (IABPFF). This case had 
been generally referred to as the 
test case to decide the future of 
affirmative action. 

The Cleveland Vanguards and 
the City of Cleveland had entered 
into an agreement called a Con- 
sent Decree. The agreement 
would allow the City of Cleveland 
to hire and promote Blacks on a 
one-to-one ratio for the next nine 
years. Blacks would gain 50 per- 
cent of all jobs and promotions 
during this time. The City of Cleve- 
land had been sued many times 
since 1972 by Black fire fighters 
and pclice officers for discrimina- 
tion in hiring and promotions, los- 

ing most of the cases. : 
After the Vanguards and the City 
of Cleveland agreed to enter into 
this Consent Decree, the Cleve- 
land Fire Fighters Union Local #93 
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tragedy 


Aside from the personal dangers, 


they are role models in the com- 
munity, worshipped among young 
blacks as white athletes never are 
in their communities. So they have 
to stay clean and act clean, or 
they'll be implicitly responsible for 
further tragedies. 

Another aspect of the Bias death 
is that it helped expose the exploi- 
tation of college atheletes. Bias 
failed a number of courses and, 
like many of his teammates, would 
not graduate. That's typical in 
high-powered college athletics. 

Some say it doesn't matter 
because Bias would make a for- 
tune as a pro. But it does matter, 
because the working life of a pro- 
fessional athlete is short and can 
be ended in seconds with a 
wrenched knee. What then? 

Athletes as a vehicle to the pros 

works for a small handful of the 
exceptionally talented players. 
The rest never make it. Unless col- 
leges get serious about helping 
those young people take the 
opportunity to earn degrees, 
they'll move from the basketball 
court to the unemployment line. 

Perhaps its time to de- 
emphasize athletics and start 
emphasizing academics. The sen- 


sational success of so many Black 
athletes has led too many young- 
sters to fantasize about winning 
million-dollar contracts them- 
selves. But if those kids were hit- 
ting the books as hard as they are 
hitting boards of the basketball 


courts, they'd be able to learn and 


earn their way out of ghetto. 


poverty. 

The media make the situation 
worse -- blowing up the reputa- 
tions of athletes and sending the 
subliminal message that you too 
can sign a fat contract if you spend 
enough time practicing on the 
courts. 

If the same promotion was given 
to successful black lawyers and 
chemists and space scientists, our

kids would have the kind of role 
models that would encourage 
them to be more serious about 
school and career choices. 

Len Bias’ death isn’t an isolated 
tragedy. It must become a spur to 
clean up the drug trade and col- 
lege sports, and to redirect our 
young people to more attainable 
goals and more rewarding lives.

The Supreme Court Rules 


filed suits against this agreement, 
alleging that it violated Title VII, 
Rule #706G. The U.S. Supreme 
Court heard this case in February 
of 1986. The IABPFF filed an Ami- 
cus Brief in the U.S. Supreme 
Court in support of the Cleveland 
Vanguards, along with 51 others, 
which included cities, counties, 
states and a host of businesses, 
civil rights groups and other 
organizations. 

It was particularly exciting for 
me to have been in the court room 
of th U.S. Supreme Court when the 
decision was read from the bench 
by Justice Brannan. The six to 
three decision should send a 
strong message to Attorney 
General Edwin Meese and the 
Reagan Administration that affir- 
mative action is a proper and 
acceptable tool to use to remedy 
past effects of racism and 
discrimination. 

In the interest of justice and in 
the spirit of fairness, the Reagan 
Administration should now accept 
the court's ruling and comply with 
its decision. It is our hope that an 
administration that has decided to 
ignore the world's court and its 
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decisions will not hold itself above 
the law in this country and only 
honor those decisions with which 
it agrees. 

Non-minorities inthe workplace 
have insisted for many years that 
they were in fact victims of reverse 
discrimination and that Blacks 
were not actual victims of discrim- 
ination. They allege it was the sins 
of their fathers that may have 
resulted in discrimination, against 
Blacks. The Supreme Court in its 
decision seemed committed to 
leave nq doubt in anyone’s mind 
how it viewed those claims. The 
court ruled that “voluntary action 
available to employers and unions 
seeking to eradicate race discrim- 
ination may include reasonable 
race-conscious relief that benefits 
individuals who are not actual vic- 
tims of that discrimination.” 

The court seems to anticipate 
that there may be misinterpreta- 
tions of this decision similar to the 
misinterpretation of the Stotts 
decision by the Justice Depart- 
ment. The court went a step 
further to say that “It is neither 
unreasonable nor unfair to require 
non-minority fire fighters who,

although they committed no 
wrong, benefited from the effects 
of the discrimination to bear some 
of the burden of the remedy.” 


We feel that this decision was 

proper, due and timely. itcameata 
time when minorities and women 
in this country needed a lift both 
physically and socially. We believe 
that this decision will be a major 
stepping stone toward Blacks, 
women and other minorities realiz- 
ing full and complete justice today 
and for many years to come. We 
must guard and protect these vic- 
tories that we have won along the 
way.

Her $650 million lawsuits 
against Penthouse and two pho- 
tographers amount toa charade. It 
pointed up, once more, her seem- 
ing absence of character. Even in 
admitting that she was wrong, her 
spokesman implied that she was 
not wrong. 

Her lawsuits claimed that Pent- 
house violated her civil rie* *= and 
caused her publicdistre - -..dlost 
opportunities. Moreover, her suit 
said she never intended the photos 
to be published. 

Let's take the last point first. Do 
you know what a model release is? 

It tells the world, legally, that you 
want anybody and everybody to 
see you in a certain activity. Willi- 
ams worked. as a receptionist for 
one of the photographers who 
took her obscene pictures and was 
familiar with the intent of a release. 

The logic says that if she took 
dirty pictures, she wanted eve- 

ryone to see her in dirty pictures. 

How then could her civil rights 
be violated when you've complied 
with her--desire? And therefore, 
how could you cause her personal 
distress? The opportunities are 
another matter. ‘ 

Opportunities came from being 
Miss America, the first Black to 
become Miss American -- more 
specifically. Her previous activi- 
ties with porno photographers and 
sleezy models were not the basis 
for her opportunities. They may 
have been if her dirty pictures had 
catapulted her into notoriety as a 
nudie queen first, however.
